PRODUCTION  HIGHLIGHTS  FOR  1987/88 


WHEAT;  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  505.6  million  metric 
tons,  down  3.7  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month  and  down  4 
percent  from  last  year's  record  harvest.  Important  changes  from  a  month  ago 
include  the  following; 


o  United  States  Production  is  estimated  at  57.5  million  tons, 

down  0.3  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from 
last  month,  but  up  1  percent  from  last  year. 

The  reduction  is  attributed  to  slightly  reduced 
.  yield  estimates. 

o  EC-12  Production  is  estimated  at  75.7  million  tons, 

down  3.2  million  or  4  percent  from  last  month, 
but  up  6  percent  from  last  year.  Cool,  wet 
weather  through  most  of  the  summer  coupled  with 
rain  at  harvest  in  France,  Belgium,  West 
Germany,  and  the  United  Kingdom  resulted  in 
lower  estimated  yields. 


o  Pakistan  Production  is  estimated  at  12.5  million  tons, 

down  0.5  million  or  4  percent  from  last  month 
and  down  10  percent  from  last  year.  Yields  are 
estimated  lower  due  to  heavy  rains  at  harvest 
and  hot,  dry  winds  during  the  grain  filling 
period,  resulting  in  shriveled  kernels. 


o  East  Europe  Production  is  estimated  at  39.3  million  tons, 

down  0.2  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from 
last  month  and  down  less  than  1  percent  from 
last  year.  Hot,  dry  weather  during  the  grain 
filling  period  in  Bulgaria  and  rains  at  harvest 
in  Poland  resulted  in  lower  estimated  yields.

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o  Chile 

Production  is  estimated  at  1.7  million  tons,  up 
0.3  million  or  21  percent  from  last  month,  but 
down  8  percent  from  last  year’s  record  crop. 

The  increase  is  due  to  higher  estimated  area. 

o  Canada 

Production  is  estimated  at  25.0  million  tons, 
up  0.2  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last 
month,  but  down  20  percent  from  last  year’s 
record  harvest.  The  increase  is  due  to  higher 
estimated  yield. 

COARSE  GRAINS:  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  803.6  million 
tons,  down  7.0  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month  and  down  4 
percent  from  last  year’s  crop.  Important  changes  from  a  month  ago  include  the 
following: 


o  United  States 

Production  is  estimated  at  218.1  million  tons, 
down  2.3  million  or  1  percent  from  last  month 
and  down  14  percent  from  last  year.  The 
reduction  is  attributed  to  slightly  lower  yield 
estimates. 

o  East  Europe 

Production  is  estimated  at  66.9  million  tons, 
down  3.5  million  or  5  percent  from  last  month 
and  down  9  percent  from  last  year.  Estimated 
com  yields  in  Bulgaria,  Romania,  and 

Yugoslavia  are  down  sharply  due  to  hot,  dry 
weather  during  the  reproductive  stage  of  the 
crop’s  development. 

o  EC-12 

Production  is  estimated  at  82.5  million  tons, 
down  0.7  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from 
last  month,  but  up  1  percent  from  last  year. 
Estimated  barley  yields  in  West  Germany  and  the 
United  Kingdom  were  lowered  due  to  prolonged 
rains  at  harvest. 

o  India 

Production  is  estimated  at  24.0  million  tons, 
down  1.8  million  or  7  percent  from  last  month 
and  down  14  percent  from  last  year.  The 
continuation  of  hot,  dry  weather  in  association 
with  the  poor  performance  of  the  monsoon 
resulted  in  reduced  area  and  yield  estimates 
for  corn,  sorghum,  and  millet. 

o  Canada 

Production  is  estimated  at  25.2  million  tons, 
up  1.4  million  or  6  percent  from  last  month, 
but  down  2  percent  from  last  year’s  record 
crop.  The  increase  is  due  to  higher  estimated 
corn  and  barley  yields  and  an  increase  in  the 
estimated  harvested  area  for  barley  and  oats. 
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RICE  (MILLED-BASIS) ?  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  304.9 
million  tons,  down  8.2  million  or  3  percent  from  last  month  and  down  3  percent 
from  the  1986/87  crop.  This  year’s  world  rice  crop  is  expected  to  be  the 
smallest  since  1982/83.  Important  changes  from  a  month  ago  include  the 
following: 


o  United  States 

Production  is  estimated  at  4.1  million  tons, 
down  marginally  i*.om  last  month  and  down  5 
percent  from  last  year. 

o  India 

Production  is  estimated  at  49.0  million  tons, 
down  4.0  million  or  8  percent  from  last  month 
and  down  18  percent  from  last  year.  The 
decrease  is  due  to  the  adverse  effect  of  the 
late,  weak  monsoon  on  the  autumn  (Kharif)  crop, 
which  accounts  for  normally  88  percent  of 
production.  Yield  is  estimated  down  8  percent. 

o  Bangladesh 

Production  is  estimated  at  14.3  million  tons, 
down  1.7  million  or  11  percent  from  last  month 
and  down  7  percent  from  last  year.  The 
decrease  is  due  to  widespread  flooding  in  the 
north  and  northwestern  parts  of  the  country. 
Area  is  estimated  down  0.6  million  hectares. 
Estimated  production  from  the  rainy  season 
(Aman)  crop,  which  represents  roughly  half  of 
total  production,  has  been  reduced  by  1.5 
million  tons.  An  estimated  0.2  million  tons  of 
dry  season  (Aus)  rice,  harvested  in  June-July, 
was  also  lost  to  the  floods. 

o  Burma 

Production  is  estimated  at  8.4  million  tons, 
down  0.9  million  or  10  percent  from  last  month, 
but  up  8  percent  from  last  year.  The  reduction 
is  due  to  sharply  lower  estimated  yield.  Area, 
yield,  and  production  estimates  for  1985/86, 
1986/87,  and  1987/88  were  revised  on  the  basis 
on  new  information  from  field  travel.  Yields 
for  all  three  years  were  adjusted  down  from 
previously  estimated  levels. 

o  Thailand 

Production  is  estimated  at  10.9  million  tons, 
down  0.7  million  or  6  percent  from  last  month 
and  down  8  percent  from  last  year.  The 
decrease  is  due  to  limited  rainfall  in  the 
major  producing  areas,  which  has  resulted  in 
lower  estimated  area  and  yield. 

o  Pakistan 

Production  is  estimated  at  3.2  million  tons, 
down  0.3  million  or  9  percent  from  last  month, 
and  down  9  percent  from  last  year.  Limited 
rainfall  in  the  Punjab  due  to  the  weak 
southwest  monsoon,  coupled  with  an  increase  in 
the  area  sown  to  lower  yielding  Basmati  at  the 
expense  of  High  Yielding  Varieties  resulted  in 
a  reduction  in  estimated  yield. 
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Production  is  estimated  at  9.8  million  tons, 
down  0.3  million  or  3  percent  from  last  month, 
and  down  2  percent  from  last  year.  The 
reduction  is  due  to  lower  estimated  yields 
because  of  drought  and  extensive  insect  damage. 

Production  is  estimated  at  26.1  million  ton3, 
down  0.2  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from 
last  month  and  less  than  1  percent  from  last 
year.  Area  and  production  are  estimated  down 
due  to  drought  on  Java  and  South  Sumatra,  which 
affected  the  secondary  crop,  harvested  in 
July-September . 

OILSEEDS :  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  a  record  202.2 
million  tons,  down  0.5  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month,  but  up 
3  percent  from  last  year.  U.S.  production  is  estimated  at  60.8  million  tons, 
down  1.3  million  or  2  percent  from  last  month  and  down  less  than  1  percent 
from  last  year.  Foreign  production  is  estimated  at  a  record  141.4  million 
tons,  up  0.8  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month  and  up  5  percent 
from  last  year. 

*  Soybeans :  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  a  record 
100.9  million  tons,  down  1.0  million  or  1  percent  from  last  month 
and  up  less  than  1  percent  from  last  year.  A  significant  change 
from  last  month  is  the  following: 


o  Vietnam 


o  Indonesia 


o  United  States:  Production  is  estimated  at  53.3  million  tons, 
down  1.2  million  or  2  percent  from  last  month  and  last  year. 

The  decrease  is  attributed  to  lower  estimated  yields.  Average 
yield  is  estimated  at  2.286  tons  per  hectare  (34  bushels  per 
acre);  this  is  less  than  1  percent  below  the  record  1985  crop. 

Cottonseed:  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  29.8 
million  tons,  up  0.2  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month 
and  up  11  percent  from  last  season. 

Peanuts:  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  a  near 
record  20.1  million  tons,  down  0.5  million  tons  or  2  percent  from 
last  month  and  down  less  than  1  percent  from  last  season’s  output. 

A  significant  change  from  last  month  is  the  following: 

o  India  Production  is  estimated  at  4.7  million  tons, 

down  0.3  million  or  6  percent  from  last  month 
and  down  20  percent  from  last  year.  The 
decrease  is  attributed  to  lower  estimated 
average  yield.  While  rainfall  has  improved  in 
some  regions  of  India,  weather  has  remained 
unfavorably  dry  in  the  major  producing  areas  of 
the  South,  particularly  Tamil  Nadu. 

Sunflower seed :  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  a 
record  19.6  million  tons,  up  0.1  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from 
last  month  and  up  3  percent  from  last  year. 
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Rapeseed :  World  production  for  1987/88  Is  estimated  at  a  record 
22.1  million  tons,  up  0.7  million  or  3  percent  from  last  month  and 
up  10  percent  from  last  year.  A  significant  change  from  last  month 
is  the  following: 

o  EC-12  Production  is  estimated  at  a  record  5.8  million 

tons,  up  0.5  million  or  9  percent  from  last 
month  and  up  56  percent  from  last  season.  The 
increase  is  attributed  to  higher  estimated 
yield  in  France  where  production  is  now 
estimated  at  2.7  million  tons,  up  145  percent 
from  last  year.  Average  yield  in  France  Is 
estimated  at  a  record  3.6  tons  per  hectare, 
almost  30  percent  higher  than  last  season  and 
almost  20  percent  higher  than  the  previous 
record  in  1984.  The  higher  yields  result  from 
a  combination  of  cold,  damp  weather  during  the 
blooming  and  pod  filling  stages  of  growth  and 
additional  plantings  of  the  higher  yielding 
"Bienvenu”  variety  of  rapeseed. 

Flaxseed:  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  2.3 
million  tons,  up  20,000  tons  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month, 
but  down  15  percent  from  last  year. 

Copra:  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  4.6  million 
tons,  up  13,000  tons  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month,  but 
down  2  percent  from  last  year. 


*  Palm  Kernels:  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  a 
record  2.7  million  tons,  up  30,000  tons  or  1  percent  from  last  month 
and  up  almost  10  percent  from  last  year. 

« 

*  Palm  Oil:  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  a  record 
8.7  million  tons,  up  0.1  million  or  1  percent  from  last  month  and  up 
almost  9  percent  from  last  year. 

COTTON :  World  production  for  1987/88  is  estimated  at  77.5  million  bales,  up 
0.3  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month  and  up  12  percent  from  a 
year  ago.  Foreign  output  is  estimated  at  64.7  million  bales,  up  0.4  million 
or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month  and  up  9  percent  from  1986/87.  U.S. 
production  is  estimated  12.8  million  bales,  down  slightly  from  last  month. 
Important  change  from  a  month  ago  are  the  following: 


o  USSR 


o  Paraguay 


Production  is  estimated  at  12.3  million  bales, 
up  0.3  million  or  2.5  percent  from  last  month 
and  up  7  percent  from  a  year  ago.  Increased 
output  Is  based  on  expanded  plantings. 

Production  is  estimated  at  650,000  bales,  up 
75,000  or  13  percent  from  last  month  and  up  65 
percent  from  a  year  ago.  Increased  output  is 
based  on  expected  larger  planting. 
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This  report  draws  on  information  from  USDA's  global  network  of  agricultural 
attaches  and  counselors,  official  statistics  of  foreign  governments,  other 
foreign  source  materials,  and  results  of  office  analysis.  Estimates  of  U.S. 
acreage,  yield,  and  production  are  from  USDA's  Agricultural  Statistics  Board, 
except  where  noted.  All  numbers  in  this  report  are  based  on  unrounded  data 
and  detail  may  not  add  to  totals  because  of  rounding.

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PRODUCTION  BRIEFS 


AUSTRALIA:  RAINFALL  WILL  INFLUENCE  COTTON  PLANTINGS 


A  great  deal  of  uncertainty  remains  about  the  magnitude  of  Australian  cotton 
plantings  this  fall  due  to  water  shortages,  particularly  in  the  Gwyder  Valley 
and  the  Darling  Downs,  according  to  the  U.S.  agricultural  counselor  in 
Canberra.  The  crop  is  normally  planted  from  September  through  December. 
Despite  poor  rains,  plantings  currently  are  forecast  to  be  up  from  last  year 
due  to  favorable  cotton  prices.  However,  if  dry  conditions  persist  over  the 
next  2  months,  less  irrigated  cotton  will  be  planted  due  to  shortages  of 
irrigation  water. 

PARAGUAY:  1987/88  COTTON  PLANTINGS  ENCOURAGED 


Cotton  plantings  in  Paraguay  will  be  influenced  by  favorable  cotton  prices. 
Moreover,  the  Paraguayan  Chamber  of  Cotton  has  requested  that  the  government 
quickly  establish  the  cotton  reference  price  prior  to  the  start  of  the 
planting  season.  Last  season  the  government  delayed  setting  the  reference 
price  until  well  after  planting  had  commenced.  This  uncertainty  along  with 
low  cotton  prices  influenced  many  farmers  to  switch  from  cotton  to  tobacco  and 
corn.  Currently,  there  is  intense  competition  among  ginners  to  encourage 
farmers  to  increase  cotton  plantings  by  offering  them  credit,  technical 
assistance,  and  chemical  inputs.
